No. 21(20)0118/48. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 22 of 
the East Puniab Evacuees (Adniinistriition of Property) Act, XIV of 1947, as 
amended by East Punjab Evacuees (Administration of Property) (Amend- 
ment) Act, XXVI of 1948^ as extended to the Province of Delhi by the Notifioa- 
i'lon by the Oovornmeut of India, m the Ministry of Home AdairB, No, 72/7/47- 
Publio (A), dated 29tJi December; 1947 and No, 8/4/48 (Judicial), dated 22nd 
April, 1948 the Central Government is pleased to make the following rules: — 

1, Short title, — These rules may be called the Delhi Province Evacuees’ 
(Administration of Property) Rules, 1948. 

) 2. Definition. — (a) “The Act’’ means the East Punjab Evacuees’ (Ad- 

ministration of Property) Act, 1947, as subsequently amended and as extended 
to the Province of Delhi. 

(b) “Bank’’ means the Imperial Bank of India. 

(c) “Eefugees” means (i) a person, who, being displaced from any area 
outside India on account of civil disturbances or fear of such disturbances, has 
settled and is engaged or intends to engage in any ocoupatioh of gain in the 
Province of Delhi, or 

(ii) a person in Delhi, who, having had his business, industry or property 
wholly or partially outside India, has lost, wholly or partially, such business, 
industry or property, on account of civil disturbances and who is engaged in 
any occupation of gain in the Province of Delhi. 

3. Method of payrtlent of afiounts due to the Oustodlan.— Rents, rates, 
lease money, sale proceeds and -other amounts payable to the Custodian in 
respect of evacuees’ property under the Act or under these rules shall be ten- 
dered in cash or by postal mpney order to the Cashier in the office of the Cus- 
todiiin or io any other person who may be authorised by the Oustodian in 
this behalf to receive such money. - 

The person receiving the monev bn his behalf shall issue a receipt in Form 
No. 1. ■ ; ’ ' 

Crossed cheques may, at the discretion of the Custodian, be accepted. 
In case of outstation cheques, the amount on acoount of bank commission 
should also ho added to the amount due to the Custodian. No receipt for 
any cheque shall he a valid discharge of any liability unless the cheque ia 
•ashed,

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4. Procedure of confirmation of tranBa^tion under Section 5(A).^ — (1) An 

application for oonfirmation under sub-seotion (2) of Section fi-A of tbo Act 
shall contain the following particulars; — 

(a) Boundaries, Municipal Number and location of the property transfer- 
red Khasra mrmber in case of agricultural land. 

(b) Particujars of the transfer sought to be confirmed including the dates 
of the transfer and registration, if any, the addresses of the parties 
and the consideration paid or deferred, 

fc) Particulars of any previous transfer in respect of the property, 

(d) The name and tho address of the person in possession of the property 
transferred and the capacity in which such person is in possession. 

The application shah, be verified in the manner prescribed for verification 
»i pleadings and shall he accompanied by a copy of tho transfer deed in question, 
and also a schedule containing the particulars of any other property owned, 
possessed or transferred by the transferor after 31st of March, 1947. 

(2) Tho application shall bo presented by the transferor or the trnnsfoj’ee 
personally or by his duly authorised agent and shall bear a Court h'ee Stamp 
0 # Be. 1. 

(3) The Custodian shall cause a notice in Form 2 to be served on the trans- 
f«ror or the transferree, as the case may be, and on the person in possession 
nt the property transferred, and may cause a similar notice served on any other 
person mentioned in the application. 

(4) A public notice shall also be published in a daily newspaper at the ei- 
ponse of the applicant. 

(6) If any application is pending on tho date of the publication of these 
rules, the applicant may, sue moto within thirty days from the date of 
publication of these rules or on the order of the Custodian within the period 
specified therein, amend the application so as to bring it in conformity with 
tliesc rules and may also mnhe up the deficiency in court fee stamp withi i the 
period aforesaid. 

(6) Til case the applicant fails to amend the application in accordance with 
iub-ruLj. (5) the Custodian may dismiss tho application or proceed to decide it 
*n the materials before him. 

(7) After the notices are served in accordance with the provisions of Sub- 
rules (8) and (4), the Custodian shall, after such summary inquiry as he deem* 
fit, pass rirder confirming the transfer or declining V> confirm it and shall state 
his reasons therefor. 

(fi) In case the application foilg to amend the application in accordance with 
(a) rehabilitation of refugees, and 
(h) prevention of bennmi transactions. 

5. Appeal. — An appeal under fSoctioh 6-B of the Act shall be preferred by 

«u application stamped with a Court Foe Stamp of Be. 1 setting out th» 
grounds on which the appeal is preferred. It shall be ijresented by the apph- 
oant or by his duly authorised agent. The appeal shall be decided after 

notice to the parties to the appeal and to any other person who, in the opinion 
of the appellate authority, may be interested in the result of the appeal. The 
appellate authority may admit any additional evidence and decide the appeal 
or remand the case for further inquiry. 

fi. Procedure under Section 6.— (1) An order or a demand under Sub-section 
(1) of Section (\ shall be in Formg S and 4 as the case may be. 
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(2j Eviction under tiub-section (2) of Section 0 shall be made by « warrant 
in Form No. 6 which shall be signed by an officer not below the rank of Deputy 
Custodian and one copy whereof shall be forwai'ded to the Police Officer of th* 
Police Station concerned, or such other Police Officer as may be Inoharge of 
carrying out eviction, who shall forthwith take steps to effect the eviction with 
the use of such force as may bo necessary. 

(8j Every Police Officer to whom warrants of eviction have been sent for 
execution shall submit a weekly report to the Deputy Superiutendent of PoHce 
havmg jurisdiction and a copy thereof to the Custodian, giving the detalU 
and number of warrants entrusted to or executed by him together with such 
other particulars as may be necessary. 

7, Made of taking posaesBion of movable property. — Where the property *o 
bo taken possession of is niovable property other than that specified in rule 
8, the possession shall be taken by actual seizure aud the Custodian may keep 
the property in his own custody or eutrust it to a'superdar on such terms as to 
security in Form 0, as the case may be, provided that if the property is sub- 
ject to speedy or natural decay or when the expense of keeping it would 
exceed its value, the Custodian may sell it forthwith. 

8. Mode of taking possesaion ol debenturea, securities, -sharos, stock, 
dividend, Interest, etc. — ^Wben the property to be token possession of is a 
debculur.'. security^ shine, stock, dividend, interest or other debt due to the, 
evacuee, the possession shall be taken by serving a notice on the company or 
corporation or other person liable to pay the same, prohibiting him from making 
piiyment or effecting luiy transfer, except in accordance with the written order 
of the Custodian. The notice shall be served in the matter hereinafter provided. 

h. Preparation of Inventories of movables. — When the Custodian takes 
jiossessictfi of any movable property, iucliididg any stock-in-trade or plant or 
macliinery or any undertaking, ho shall propnro an inventory of the projierty 
in Form No. 7 and also keep a record of the proceedings as required by Sub- 
seoti'in 13) of Section 6. 

10. Procedure under Section 7 of the Act.- — (1) An application under Sedition 
7 abal) contain full partieuliirs of the nature of the interest or right which ihe 
applicant claims and the fact.s upon which the same is based and shall be 
accompanied with two copies thereof. It shall be stamped with a Court Fee 
Stamp of lie. 1 and shall bo verified in the manner pres,cnbed for the verification 
of pleadings. The application shall be presented in person or by a duly 
authorised agent to the Custodian or any person authorised by him in writing 
to receive such application. 

(2) Notice of the application may be given by the Custodian to any pev-.oii, 
who, in his opinion, is interestod in the proceedings. 

(fi) If a party making an application fails to appear on the date fixed for 
hearing, the Custodian may proceed to decide the application on the material 
hefare him in absence of the party. 

(4) The order passed by the Custodian shall be in writing and shall contain the 
reasons therefor. 

11. Security from Managers. — ;The Manager apjiointed under Sub-section 
(2) of Section 9 shall, if required, furnish a security to the satisfaction of the 
Custodian and shall act under the general supervision and control of, and may 
exercise such powers as may be delegated in writing by the Custodian from time 
to time. 

T3. Paymentfl by Ouatodian, — (1) No payment by the Custodian shall be 
made except after the payee bus presented his bill and the CustodiHii nl'ter 
checking the same has passed order of pa.vmont thereon. 
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(2) All payments made by the Guetodian shall ordinarily be made by cheque 
signed by the Custodian or any person authorised by him in writing in this 
behalf; provided that if the amount involved does not exceed Its. 50, the pay- 
ment may be intwie in cash. 

Note, 1. — Cheque Books fchall remain ju the custody of the Custodian or any other officer 
who may be authorised by him in writing. 

Note 2. — No cheque shall he drawn unless it is required for immediate delivery to the 
person to whom money is to be paid. 

Note 3.— The biUs shall be numbered seriallir' for each month and shall after payment be 
stamped as under —

18, Acoountfl. — -The accountg of tho tranenctions of the evacuees’ property 
shall ho maintained in the forms and in the manner as hereinafter specified. 

(a) Indrx licgUh'r, giving reference to the pages of registers in whie-h 

the tj‘aiisa<!tionB of the evacuees’ property are recorded, shall be 
]<ept in Form No. 8 in which the names of tlie. evaonees’ shall bo 
entered in alphabetical order.

When any property i« disposed of by sale nr otherwise tin 
details of the disposal shall be entered in the appropriate columiif 
of i-ha relevant register. 

(c) The rocorj of immovable nnd olher property leased out shall be kep 

in Columns 1 to 10 of the Rent Demand and Collection Registe 
in Fiirm 14. The assessment and reali;<ation for the month shal 
be noted in the monthly cage concerned and the balance workei 
out, the amount, if any, written off being noted in Cnlnran 2.8. 

(d) The recovery of the .amounts other than those which are recorded" i) 

the Rent Demand and Collection Register shall be made t-hrnnpl 
the Miscellaneous Demand .and Collcotion Register in Form 15. 

• (e) The Rent Demand and Collection Register as well as the Miseel 
Inneous Demand and Collection Eegister shall be balanced ever; 
month and closed at the end of each year and the outstandin 
balance struck and carried forward to the registers of the succeed 
ing year. A certificate to the effect that all the recoverable demand 
for the year have been noted in the Registers and that the balance 


Fvacuces property shall be noted in 
the relevant register Tnaintained in ttie 
forms refeiTcd to in tho margin. In 
particular the account books, title- 
deeds and other valuable and docu- 
ments taken possession of ho acted in 
the Register of Valuables. A slip in 
Form 18 shall he attached to each o1 
the artkdes noted in the register of mov- 
nhlc. property and the register of 
valuables. 
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have been correctly carried forward to the succeeding year’s regis- 
ters shall be noted at the end of the register. 

(f) A statement showing domands to the end of previous month recoveries 

made during the current month and the outstanding balance shall 
be Bubniitted to the Ministry of Relief and llehabilitation not later 
than the 15th of the next succeeding month explaining the causes 
of arrears and steps taken to clear them up. 

(g) When any property is sold or leased by public auction the bids shall 

be recorded in the sale register (Form 16), the signature or the 
thumb impression of the last biddo?- being obtained in Column 11 
of the Form, 

Note. — The intermediate hide in ruepect of property liable to fetch not more than Rs. 100 
need not be recorded in the regiatei. 

(h) A Cash Book in Form 17 shall be maintainod, the amountB received 

or payments made on behalf of the Custodian shall be entered in 
the Cash Book on the date they are received or paid. The rent 
or auction money rf'clised by the persons authorised by the Gusto- 
dian shall be paid to the Cashier in the Ofl’ico of the Custodian 
not later than the next working day with a Challaii or Statement 
showing the details of realisatioris made. The cash in hand of the 
Cashier shall be counted at the close of each day by the Officer 
authorised by the Custodian and at the end of each month by the 
Custodian. Except for special roa-sous to be recorded, the cash in 
hand shall he deposited iiito the bank on the same day or on the 
next working day. 

The hahince in the bank column of the Cash Book at the end 
of each month shall he reconciled with thf, balance shown in the 
Bank Pass Book. 

Note. — If a cheque has lapsed it shall be cancelled and the amount taken as o. receipt 
in the Cash Book and creditod to a deposit account in the Ledger (Form No. 18). If the 
payee subsequently turns up and appUos for renewal, the ohoquo, if in his possession, shall 
be obtained and destroyed and a fresh cheque Issued again in Deposit .Account. A note 
or re-payment shall be made in Red Ink against the relevant entry in the Gash Book and 
the Deposit Acconnt in the Ledger. Doposits remaining unclaimed for complete 12 months 
shall be drawn on a contingent bill in Form No. • 19 and creditod into the Treasury under 
head XLVI Miscellaneou.s and the words “lapsed and credited to the Government on 
(specify date)’’ should lie noted against the deposit concerned. Subsequent repayment shall 
be governed by riilo 637 et erq of the coinpibition of Troasm’y Rules, Vol, I. 

(i) Hcpui'iile account for each evacuee >liall be kept in a Ledger in Form 

IH. fdufficiciit pagea will be set apart for each evacuee. At the 
end of ctich montfi. the cloHing balunceH of movable and immovable 
prupei’ty accounts shall be transferred to the personal account. 

(j) The lodger shall be balanced mpnthly^nd the balances extracted in 

Form 20. The total of the halanceK in the Tjedger as worked out 
in the Register should agree with the castf in the Bank and in h.'md. 
If there is any difference, it shall bo investigated and adjusted 
immediately. 

Note.- — A oertifleatu that the balances in tho Ledger agree with the cash in hand and in 
hank, shall be submitted ty the lOtb of tho next following month to the Ministry of Relief 
and Relittbihtatioji for information. 

(k) Record of applications for copies and inspection foe shall he kept in a 
Register in Form 21. The ainoimt realised will be credited to "Copy- 
ing Fee Accounts" to be opened in the Ledger and shall he drawn 
at tho end of each month and be credited to the head "XLVI — 
Miseeilanoous Pees realised by the Cu.stodian of Evacuees’ 
Property 



j j [t.— (a) The acoounts maintained by the Custodian ahaU. be audited 
as far as possible quarterly under the orders of the Deputy Accountant Genera) 
Dood and Relief by a staff of peripitatic auditors. The Custodian ahall place at 
the disposal of auditors all accounts, registers, documents, etc., and shall furnish 
all information which may be required by the Auditors. 

(b) The results of audit will be communicated through the Inspoctiou — 
I’eport promptly and furnish copies showing the actiem taken thereon and the 
steps taken to avoid recurrence of the irregularities. Copies of the annotated 
audit notes shall also be furnished to the Miuistiy of Ikdief and Roltabilitaiinn 
and the Ministry of Finance (Relief and Rehabilitation). 

15. Fees.^ — For supplying of copies from any record in the office of the

(ii) Any per.suu interested in the evacuee property niav with the permission 
of the Gustoilian inspect the record rolH.ting to bucIi property on payment 
of Rs. T) in cash. 

16. Procedure for restoration application under section 12. — A person elaim- 
mg to be entitled to return of any property under sootion 12 shall make an appli- 
cation in writing bearing a Court Fee Stamp of Re. 1 nnd such application 
shall be snpj'orted b\ an aflidavit dul\ id tested by a person authorised to admi- 
nister oath ill the rrovince of nellii. It shall be presented in person to the 
Custodian or any other person authorised by him in writing in this behalf. The 
applicant shall state in ihe affidavit that be has returned to the Rrovince of 
Delhi and intends to reside in India permanently.' 

(2) A public notice of such application shall be published in a daily news- 
paper at the expense of the applicant. 

(3) The inquirji under section 12(2) shall be held in the .same manner as 
prescribed for inquiries under section 7 of the Act. 

17 Manner of aervlce or publication of notice, summonB or order.—- Service 
of publication of any notice, summons or orders under the Act or under the 
rules framed thereuiuder shall be aifcc.ted in one or more of the folloTving ways.' — - 

(1) by giving or tendering it to the person concerned or bis manage)' or 

agent, if any ; 

(2) by lea-ving it at the la.st known place of businoss or residence of the 

person concerned or by giving or tendering it to some adult mem- 
ber of the fainilji* 

(8) by sending the notice, summons, or order by Registered Post; 

(4) by affixing the notice, summons or order on some conspicuous part 
of the premises concerned or by proclamation in the locality or nt 
the last known place of business or residence of the person con- 
cerned or by publication in a daily newspaper. 

18. Forms. — (a) Books of accounts a»d registers shall be printed and strong- 
ly bound and machine page-numbered before being brought into use. 

(b) Stock account of all account registers, books and forms shall be main- 
tained in Form 22. The receipt books shall bo kept in the personal custody 
of the Officer-in-Charge of the Cash Section.

20, Administration charges and Oustorfian’a 'Fee. — (1) A fee equivalent of 10 
per cunt, of groBH ieiiliK;ition made Irom evacuee property shall he charged as 
Aduiinist-ration charges. This fee shall be in addition to the expense incurred 

'on the maintonanco and repairs and other expeiiditiu-e which may be incurred 
directly or jndireclly on behalf of the evacuee. 

(2) Wlien any movable evacuee property is returned under sub-soction (.o) 
of section 12, administration charges equivalent to 10 per cent, of the assesBc'.! 
value of property shall lie charged over and above any utbev charges which may 
ha'\'c been actually incurred on inaintenanco, trausporli or storage of the saine. 

21. Restitution. — When any property taken into prsaession as an evacuee 
property is snbsoquenily declared by the Cutodian or any other competent 
authority, to be a non-cvocuee property, the Cuatodian may, on the application 
of any jiarty entitled to the actual popseesion thereof, take such action as will 
plac.e the parties in the sanii' position in which they were on the date of the 

^possession. Eor this purpose ilie. (‘iistodiim may order the person in occupation 
of the property to vacate the same and the (Instodian may use such force rir 
auihorise the use of such police force as may bo necessary for the purpose.
